Tbo tumor 
was of a dense 'Oaieus nature, tha gieatur 
part of it being as hard as ivory. I', was ol 
twclvi) years' growth, nnd waa of the aizo of 
the ck'ncbed list. Thanks to the exertions 
of Buine ailvuninror, a portion of skin envor- 
ing the tumor had been deatroyud by caustic 
in the vain hopo of Ihus gulling rid of the 
ilisordcr. The operator oxpcriencod unusual 
(lillicnlties InMha 'progress of tha opuration, 
o^^illy; lo Ihe extent nnd density of tlio :nass 
to bu renioviid. Ilesneoeoded at length, how., 
over, in isolating the growth and oxuizing it 
Willi very litllu loss ol blood. Wo ngret lo 
finar that tbo patient died very an ik'nly on 
Tuuaday m rniiig. Sir William Farguson's 
patient reminded us forcibly of a ciso ra- 
oordeil by Mr Hilloo in. the first volume of 
lha Guy's Hospital Repo'rts, which was that 
of a man nged 3G, who for 23 years had suf^ 
I'urtd from a large bony tumor of the loft 
tipper jaw, which evoniually Hpontaneouwly 
riBparatcd, leaving nn ouniininis cliaHin ho- 
bind it, vvbieh is reprosonted in a drawing 
uccuinpanying Iho paper in qucstioo. In 
ibit case -the ivoryriike mass weighed 14% 
nz. The eyeball had been displaced and 
destroyed 17 yrurtt bufoin llie tuino! itpu- 
raled. In Sir William Ferguson's caaii bur- 
gory interfered at an earlier dalo, and the 
patient, had ho lived, would have relaiaod 
the U8Q of this iinjportaDt orgati. 



The late Mr. Prichard, Cigar-maker, 
recently of Bromley, has been a groat 
ethical problem lo the London Press. 
Tliero is no doubt as to tbo facts of bis 
ease. Ho lost £BfiOQ, by, becoming 
security for a friend, nnd then starved 
slowly liiinself, his wife niul five children, 
ill oriJer to nvoid the — to liini — upjiar- 
cntly intolerable necessity of asking aid as 
a lumper. His rent was paid regu- 
larly to quarter-day, apparently by a 
loss needy brother. On Monday, the 
2nd of December, when a cLuritable 
able neighbor, Mr..!. II. Ellis (wl:o had 
tried persuvcriiigly but uiisuccessfu.ly on 
the preceding Saturday to gain nduiit- 
taiice), at length entered the house, ho 
found, on entering the back kitchen, a 
very siiiiill back room ou llic ground floor, 
— ho liiid been (iuud two days, — Mrs 
I'richnrd quite insensible, und li I'C chil- 
dren hud lied together on a piece of bud- 
ding, without bedstead, in variouti stages 
of biarvatinn. The sbotter was closed,

family had left it for days, ami tlio room 
was, consequently, in an intoleralilc state. 
On the [ireviuns Friilny half a loaf of 
of bread had been divided between the 
uhildcan, the father and mother being too 
ill to eat. On tlio Salurdoy Mr Prichard 
Kuddeiily asked for food. Thero was none 
for him, nnd he soon after fell forward on 
his face and died, — or, ns the poor child, 
his daughter, palliotically described ii, 
"ho was pruying for mother ond uSf. and, 
then ho fell over ou the Hoor, and has 
been sleeping there ever since." Tho 
few books in the house seem to have been 
religious books. They were worthless to 
pawn, and, indeed, tho only th ugs of the 
.^innllcst vnltin left were a portrait of Mr 
Prichard, and one, better executed, of 
jUrs Prichard'a mother. , Mr , Prichard 
himself, though too poor to have a shirt, 
had on him a paper collar, with a bit of 
black silk inside it, apparently cut from 
his wife's apron, by way of ribbon. 
There was also n small Pembroko table, 
on which Mr Prichard had been in the 
habit of making np some cleaniDg powders 
by tho sale of which ho earned the 'little 
money they obtained in the latter days of 
his life. Ap|)nreritly, the children had 
been all taught to love each other, and 
were very fond of their parents. Tlie 
eldest girl, who had nursed tho buby 
through these last days, was delirious 
when the state of the family was dis 
coveroii, but in her delirium talked of 
nothing bnt food for the baby. When 
she came to herself, nnd found that firo 
hud been provided, she remarked at once 
that now there was tiro, it would bo pos- 
sible to make, broth for her raotlier of a 
raw knuckle bone, — well gnawed, — which 
had never been cooked, on account of tbe 
want of lire. .Mr.s Prichard, who would 
have died, the surgeon said, if ussistance 
had been a single hour delayed, no sooner 
recovered her senses than she began to 
nsk for George, of whose death she had 
never known, though ho had nppars 
eiitly been dead two days in the suiiie 
room with her, iliiring wliieh, however, 
she herself had been insensible. When 
some friend prayed by her bedside, s!ie 
iminefliaiely asked why (aeorge did not 
come into prayers, as ho used to do. 
Mvery incident seems to show a thorong - 
ly united nnd thoroughly pious family. 
Mr Pricliard's last words were those of 
pr.ivor; nnd yet, while pruying for his 
wife and children he had never been able to 
nsk parish assistance for them. — London 
Spectator. 

A London' paper gives the following 
account of an e.xliibitiou at Egyptian Hull 
of a company of Arabs who describe 
tlioiiiselvcs as "tho tribe of Ai-r, i llonlia, 
tiie African cJiivulsionnaires, stiake- 
charmers, lire eaters and conjurers.''

Their common 
food would seem to bo burning charcoal 
or lighted torclics, while tlioy derive nn 
agreeable varioiy of diet Iroin chewing 
wine gla»so,s, the jiriuUly luavca of the 
(; leais, o - the fh'-n of bvo snnki'H, or 
.sivallowiiig sliai p-i ilgcd pebbles uiul ten 
penny nails. Their amusementB are 
e,i ' lly exceptional in their nature. To 
balance ouu ; self noon a naked sword, or 
to allow two strong men to press a similar 
iii.striimeiit against ono'a bare stomach, is 
a tliver.sioii from which most Englisliineii 
would shrink with repiignenco and alarm ; 
but to these curious ^-trangers it appears 
to be a matter of perfect indifference — in- 
deed, rather an ngrecablo relaxation than 
otherwise ; while, when tho desire for 
sport is strong npon them, they will inn 
swords into their bodies, carry about ser- 
pents hanging to their tongues, pierco 
their mou.hs and. cheeks , with, long 
needles, or rather skewers, dr allow a 
dozen atrong men to luul nt a rope which 
is twisted round their bodies until one 
would itiingino that all their internal 
organs must bo stpieezed into a jelly, and 
the cordage appears to be gradually en- 
tering into the flesh of the abdomci^. 
Curious ds are these 'tricka'-^and tricks 
wo presume they are, although we confess 
ourselves unable to penetrate the secret 
of the illusions — they are by no means 
iiltogollier agreeable to wilnoss ; bnt an- 
other, in which ono of the performers ap- 
pears to remove, or actually removes his 
eye from the socket with tho point of a 
sivord, is absolutely revolting. The 
audience yostcrday nftcniooii was cotn- 
(jo.-ieil entirely of men, but even for soaio 
of thoin this part of the performanco wan 
a little too strong. In tho presonso of 
la lies it would bo quite inadmissable. 
Tho performers were watched most 
closely^ but as far aa we are aware no one 
who was present' yeiwrdftj' dotooted the 



secret by which they were enabled to ex- 
ecute these wonderful tricks. When one 
of the "Arabs ate a wine glass you conld 
hear him champing the niiterial with his 
teeth, while the heat of the burning char- 
coal whieh another of Ihpin held in his 
moulh wag tested by the simple but dlcc- 
tnnl expedient of lighting vesuvians at the 
pieces while they were botweeniUisilips. 
Tho same man' exposed his face and neck 
lo the influence of a fl iino which not only 
did not burn his skin, but did not even 
singe a slight board and moustache with 
wliicli his .sablo couuteiiancu was orna- 
mented ; while another hold a bundle of 
flaming brands under his shirt, and ^ in 
clo.se proximity to his naked flesh, without' 
appearing to sustain any iiiconvenienco.
